Earlier this year, Boston Univer op osed regulations: 
limiting overnight visiting in dormitories ond controlling al- 
cohol use. These proposed. regulations ‘were greeted with: 
strident objections by those view them asan infringe: 
ment on students’ rights adi 

- Properly understood, however, these new regulations are’ 
a defense of fundamental rights, such asthe right to priva-: : 
cy and the right to study. The problems at Boston Universi-' 
ty that. fed to these regulations: are not local; they are’ 
widespread and grounded i in the recent history ofthe Ameri. 
can university. . 

Thirty. years ago, most colleges: and universities un- 
ashamedly stood in the relation to their students known as 
in loco parentis —a Latin phrase meaning “in the position - 
of a parent.” 

This relation was ‘most obviously manifest in: living are 
rangements. Dormitories were sexually segregated, and 
there were elaborate regulations governing their use which - 
came to be know as “parietals,” another Latinism mean- 
ing “within the walls.”” 

Gurfews ensured that female students at least were in 
for the night by a cecorous hour — perhaps 11 p.m. during 
the week and 1 a.m: on the weekend. And if they did not 
spend the night in the dormitory, they were required to sign 
themselves out to a specific and approved alternative lo- 
cation. 

Beginning in the 1960s, these regulations were swept 
away. Students were reclassified as adults, to be free of 
parental regulations whether literal or metaphorical. In the 
area of sex, a so-called revolution: attenuated even self- 
regulation. 

None of these changes would necessarily have affected 
the quality of life in college dormitories had college students 
universally or even, predominantly conducted themselves 
with the sort of consideration for others that was once as- 
sumed the mark of maturity.
